The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


U.S. EXPORT SALES 


U.S. Commodity Exports Continue To Strengthen. Sales of corn, grain 
sorghum, rice and cotton for 1986/87 continue to show improvement, while wheat 
exports for the 1987/88 marketing year also are up. The following table 
compares accumulated exports and outstanding sales for similar periods in the 
1985/86 and the 1986/87 marketing years as reported under FAS's Export Sales 
Reporting Program. Data for 1985/86 are as of July 3, 1986, while data for 
1986/87 are as of July 2, 1987. Accumulated exports are commodities which 
have been sold and exported. Outstanding sales are commodities which have 
been sold but not yet exported. 


The 1985/86 data for curn and grain sorghum have been adjusted to 
include shipments reported during the month of September, so a meaningful 
comparison can be made. Data are measured in thousand units (metric 
tons/bales).

GRAIN AND FEED 


JAPAN Reduces Producer Rice Price. Japan has reduced its producer 
rice price for the first time since 1956. The price for the 1987 crop is 
17,557 yen per 60 kilograms (just over $90 per hundredweight at the current 
exchange rate of U.S.$1=147 yen), which represents a reduction of about 6 
percent from the 1986 level. The new price is the result of a compromise 
between the government and representatives from rice-growing constituencies. 
This reduction means that the producer rice price is now lower than the 
government resale price for the first time since 1963. 


OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


TURKEY Revises Import Surcharges. Turkey has reduced its import 
surcharges on vegetable oils from $120 to $70 per metric ton, reportedly to 
stabilize domestic prices. The change could improve U.S. vegetable oil 
exports to Turkey. Recently the United States requested a lowering of the 
$120 surcharge to bring Turkey's import regime more in iine with its 
obligations under the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. Turkey raised 
import surcharges for pulses, wheat, barley and wheat flour. The increases 
reportedly are aimed at encouraging consumption of domestic products. 


DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


BRAZIL Suspends Hide Exports. Brazilian exports of hides were 
suspended for 90 days as a way to stabilize domestic supply and hold down 
prices, according to the U.S. agricultural counselor in Brasilia. The 
suspension, which began June 9, primarily will affect exports of wet blues. 
Since the suspension will increase domestic supplies, Brazil could reduce 
imports of wet blues from the United States. Through the first half of 1987, 
the United States had export commitments to Brazil for about 115,000 pieces of 
wet blues. 


Earlier, the Brazilian government limited 1987 hide exports to 3 
million pieces. Trade sources report that 30 percent of the quota had been 
exported by the end of May. Prices for wet blues have declined from 38 


cruzados per kilogram to 30 cruzados, and the shoe industry anticipates 
further declines. 


FRUITS 


Output of Processing Tomatoes Up in 1987. Total output of tomatoes 
for processing for the 11 important producing countries is forecast at 15 
million tons, about 3 percent above 1986. That total is still well below the 
peak of 19 million tons reached in 1984. Early forecasts indicate that in 
1987, total area for the 11 countries is essentially the same as that of 
1986. Many countries continue to report problems with high carryover stocks 
which are limiting prospects for profitable production. 


—nore- 
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In the United States, area under contract for processing tomatoes is 
essentially the same as in 1986. Some improvement in yield is forecast, 
resulting in a crop of 6.8 million tons, 1 percent larger than in 1986. 
Contracted area in California is down about 1 percent, but better yields will 
push production in that state to 5.9 million tons, 1 percent above 1986. 
Mexico's 1987 harvest is estimated up 23 percent based on both increased area 
and higher yields. 


Production of processing tomatoes in the European Community is 
forecast to show a modest recovery in 1987 following last year's 20-percent 
decline. Production in Italy, the largest EC producer, is forecast at 3.2 
million tons, slightly below the 1986 level. Area planted is down about 2 
percent as growers have shifted to other crops which offer opportunities for 
more profitable production. Greece, the second leading EC producer, is 
forecast to harvest 1.2 million tons of tomatoes for processing in 1987, about 
the same as in 1986. Greece's 1986 output was cut by a sharp drop in planted 
area and heavy rains which hurt fruit development and quality. 


Spain's production of tomatoes for processing in 1987 is forecast at 
761,000 tons, 23 percent above 1986. Area planted is up about 5 percent while 
better supplies of irrigation water and favorable weather are expected to 
result in higher yields. Portugal's harvest is expected to decline nearly 10 
percent as growers adjust to burdensome carry-over stocks of products. French 
output in 1987 is forecast to total 300,000 tons, 20 percent above 1986 


despite some reduction in planted area. Yields in 1986 were sharply reduced 
by late season rainfall. 


In Israel, tomatoes for processing are forecast at 220,000 tons, 
nearly 20 percent above 1986. All of the increase is due to improved yields 
which in 1986 were reduced by shortages of irrigation water. In Turkey, 1987 
output is expected to total 900,000 tons, more than 25 percent above 1986. 
Output in 1986 was reduced as the industry attempted to reduce burdensome 
carry-over stocks of products. 


Taiwan's 1987 processing tomato production was hurt by a typhoon that 
destroyed large areas of newly planted seedlings. Some areas were replanted, 
but harvested area is still believed to be down sharply. Based on estimated 
lower area, 1987 production may total 310,000 tons, a sharp decline from 1986.

WEEKLY EXCHANGE RATE DEVELOPMENTS 


During the week ending July 10, the U.S. dollar rose above 150 yen. 
This is the first time in three and a half months that the dollar has been at 
this level. The recent strength has caused speculation that the United States 
and its major allies might again move to weaken the U.S. currency. As a 
result, currency traders this past week sold dollars for yen. 


Despite this, the dollar closed up for the week against the yen and 
European currencies helped by administration comments that the recent strength 
should not pose problems for U.S. industry.
